The controversy between the 


Hanna and Foraker factions over the 
proposed 
indorsement 
of 
President 


Roosevelt for a second term* has made 
the conveiton one of more than or- 
dinary interest from the viewpoint of 
national politics. The political stream 
In the Buckeye state always ripples 
along merrily. Frequently it develops 
Into a roaring and seething1 torrent, 
and at no time does it approach any 
thing like stagnation. 


Until quite recently all Indications 


pointed to a quiet convention this year 
and the old wheel-horses of the party 
•were exchanging 
congratulations on 


the outlook. One after another the as- 
pirants for the gubernatorial nomina- 
tion had withdrawn from the field, 
leaving Col. 
Myron 
T. Herrlck of 


Cleveland standing out alone as the 
prospective standard bearer. His nom- 
ination was and is assured and there 
appeared nothing of consequence to 
disturb the serenity of 
the atmos- 


phere. But all of a sudden there ap- 
peared in the press an Interview with 
Senator Hanna in which he was rep- 
resented as strongly opposed to the 
convention passing resolutions indors- 
ing Mr. Roosevelt for president in 1904. 
Immediately the political pot began to 
boil and bubble and the old-time feud 
broke out in a most virulent form 
Senator Forakei lost no time in jump- 
ing 
into 
Roosevelt's 
wagon 
He 


piomptly issued an interview advocat- 
ing the prpposed lesolution indorsing 
Mr Roosevelt and announced his in- 
tention to use all his political strength 
to secure its adoption 
As Senator 


Hanna is likewise disposed to combat 
the resolution with equal vigor there 


is every prospect of a battle royal on 
the convention floor. Whatever 
the 


result of the11 contest may be it will 
afford an Interesting test of the Roose- 
Velt, strength and > ascertain if It Is 
genuine or fictitious. 


As previously stated the nominations 


are not attracting a great deal of at- 
tention. At a conference between Sen- 
ator Hanna and "Boss" Cox of Cincin- 
nati a slate was practically agreed 
upon for the important places on the 
ticket. State Senator "Warren G. Hard- 
ing of Marlon, who -was an early as- 
pirant for the head of the ticket, has 
gone down under the flood of Her- 
rick sentiment »and probably will be 
satisfied to accept the nomination for 
lieutenant governor, which 
he may 


have for the asking 
The nomination 


of "Wade Ellis of Cincinnati for attor- 
ney general is assured, and the nam- 
ing of' Walter D. Gullbert for a third 
term as state auditor also appears to 
be a foregone conclusion. For 
the 


minor places within the gift of the 
delegates there are'a number of can- 
didates, with the single exception of 
member of the board of public works, 
for which place George Watkins of 
Pike county will in all probability be 
named. 


Senator Hanna will call the gather- 


ing to order and as temporary chair- 
man will deliver the keynote address. 
He will then surrender the gavel to 
Senator Foraker, who will preside over 
the deliberations of the convention as 
permanent chairman.
